H Is often claimed that we have too much 


legislation. Tills arises In a great measure 
from the brevity of the sessions Hid the In- 
considerate action thereby occasioned.. The 
munbert are.too much interested in procur- 
ing the p»«sage ot new bills, which they tali-, 
vldually deem of special Importance, lo give 
attention lo the defective enactments of pre- 
vious legislatures. If the time was extended 
we mighthppe to eliminate from the st«iutes 
much of the worthless and objectionable leg- 
islation of the past. The stale Is of ten more 
bencfittcd by repealing acts which havo boon 
proven to bo.- unwise, than by- new enact- 
ments, which, at th« best, Me experimental 
and ot-doubtiul value.

.STATE IXSlllCTIOXS. 


It has been the policy of "receding leglsla- 


fuies, begiriuinij In territorial days and con- 
tinued until now, to encourage and, foster the 
unions educational, charitable uud penal In- 
slilullons of Colorado. This has been done, 
not by the Issuing of bonds and tho creation 
of p'priiwuent indebtedness, hut by levying an 
annual tax each year for these purposes, so 
small that the burden has scarcely been felt 
by Ihe tax payers. The result of this system 
of legislation, adhered to for a series of years, 
Is the exIstence.toJay of slaw Institutions 
'.which coinpare'faTonibJy with tho^e. of any 
other stale in the union, whcu considered' 
with rcfe.ri'nce. to tho population of the state. 


In my last biennial message I reoonimend- 


ed-ttral cutnmittevs be appointed by the gen- 
eral ai-sembly to viilt the stale institutions, 
and to reixirt un<iii tlieir condition after a 
horongh "personal inspection'. 'Una sugges- 
oh was favorably acted upon with reference 
o three of these institutions. 1 again renv.. 
he recommendation, wltli (lie tope that one 
r more legislative committees may be ap- 
pointed, which shtll visit each.of the tnstitu- 
Ions under the control of the state. After a 
personal inflection, by disinterested parties, 
bell report wilt be of far more value to the 
eueral assembly than the reports of the 'offi- 
cers In Immediate chaito Of their •rTairs,

'^—-f STATE ESUVSlBlAt SCHOOL. 
The last legislature provided for the estab- 


lishment of the SUto Industrial School at 
Golden. Tlie purposes of .this Institution 
were to educate and reform those persons 
young In years, who h»d; fallen .Into the ways 
of crlmo, rather than to confine them In -Jails, 
where by association with hardened criminals 
they would bitonftui.oil In their tendeucy to 
ward ctlminat llvas. It w»s bolleved to bo 
nioro humane; us well as more economical, to 
educate them to become honest .citizens, tlwii 
to support themas paupers and criminals. 1 
was not believed. when the.bill was pasiw 
that any considerable number of boys would 
bo sentenced to the school. But th« large 
number who have been sent there by tho »a 
rious district courta andipollco magistrate 
throughout the stato within tho past eighteen 
months shows that tho greatest necessity ex 
Isted for such an Institution.
